attacks of vandaJa, and they will soon be 
eplaced with cast-iron markers.' 
llapid progress is now being made on the 


elooation oitheline. The eastern portion 
was originally marked by utone moumente 
t equal distance of one mile. Many of 
hese stones have been removed or destroy- 
ed. The western portion, owing to the 
re.it difficulty nt that time in the regiou 
raversed by the line, was marked by wood- 
in posts, cut on the spot, and secured in 
jlace by xnouuds of earth or stone piled 
around them. These poets have disappear- 
id, but some of the mounds remain. Many 


>f them have been destroyed by cultiva- 


,ion of the ground. It is belived, though, 
,hat enough of them can be recovered to 
>nable the relocation of the boundary with 
precision.

The new 
aw says chat alter the first Monday oi 
June, 1'JUS, no toaoher in this Common' 
wealth shall receive from a county, city or 
jorough superintendent a certificate as a 
.eacher who has not a fair Knowledge of 
orthography, reading, writing, geography, 
English grammar, mental and written 
arithmetic, history o! the United States, 
he theory of teaching, and civil govern- 
ment includingaiatearid local, andelemen- 
ary algebra. Kor shall such certificate be 
avert to any person who is in the habit of 
using ad a beverage any intoxicating drinks 
or habitually takes opium, and all certifi- 
cates given teachers shall set forth the 
branches in which thofie holding them 
,ave been found proficient and indicate by 
iiitable marks the degree of that pro- 
ficiency.

REVENUE TAX REDUCTION. 


IWcasuro Passed by the Last Congress Went 


Into Effect Yesterday. 


The new law went into effect yesterday, 


and the effect upon the income of the Uni- 
ted States will be to reduce collections of 
internal revenue to the extent of $40,- 
000,000 annually, which will be a saving 
o* that amount to the public. The Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment has sent to all its employes a liat 
of the articles affected by the law, and all 
preparations have been made for taking 
care of the stamps to be returned or money 
refunded. 
By the teims of the new law 


many items have been etrioken from the 
list of taxable articles and modified taxa- 
tion applied to a number of others.

THE LEGISLATURE ADJOURNED. 
The Legislature of 1901 adjourned at 


noon Thnr-iday after having been in ses- 
sion since January 1. With the exception 
of the session ol 1897, which closed July 1, 
and the extra session of 1SS3, the sess'ion 
was the most protiacted in the State's his- 
tory. The opening was marked by a bit- 
ter struggle lor United States Senator to 
succeed Colonel M. S. Quay, who failed of 
re-election at the previous session by rea- 
soo of a deadlock. The Quay Republicans 
organized both branches of the Legislature 
on January 1, and fifteen days later Sena- 
tor Quay was elected on the first ballot 
over Colonel James M. Guffey, of Pitts, 
burg, Democrat, and a number of "favor- 
ite sous" named by the anti-Quay Repub- 
licans. 


By a majority of one William T. Mar. 


shall, of Allegheny, was elected Speaker of 
the House of Representatives over William 
H. Koontz, of Somerset, the choice of the 
anti-Quay Republicans and most of the 
Democrats. William P..Suyder,ol Chester, 
was elected President pro tern, of the Sen- 
ate over J. H. Cochran, of Lycoming, 
Democrat. One of the sensational features 
of the contest for Speaker and Senator was 
the action of the joint caucus of Democrat- 
ic members early in January in reading 
out of the party colleagues who helped to 
elect Messrs. Marshall and Quay. 


The Legislature passed almost 600 bills, 


of which 297 have been approved by Gov- 
ernor Stone, more than 200 have not yet 
been acted upon, 17 were vetoed and 14 
recalled. 


According to the program laid down by 


the leaders, the two houses of the Legisla- 
ture passed on Wednesday the general ap 
propriation bill, with a multitude of 
amendments made in the Senate increas- 
ing the salary roll of the State, and also 
tho expenses of the various departments ; 
the Congressional reapportionment bill, 
after making more concessions than bad 
been anticipated, both to the city and 
country members of the Legislature; a 
judicial reapportionment bill, which adds 
ttuee new judicial districts to the State, 
increasing the number to 56, and refusing 
to rnnke any Senatorial or Legislative re- 
apportionment, that not being deemed de- 
sirable by the powers that be. 


During the day the members cleaned up 


all the buainees they expected to pass, and

leaders were figuratively shaking each 
other's hands over the success of their 
plans. 


In tho Congressional apportionment the 


20th district is to be composed of York

GARVIN MONUMENT BILL. 


Tho Text 
of the Bill as Passed by the 
House and the Senate. 


The 
Gai-vin Gettysburg 
Monument 


bill, aa amended and finally passed by 
both houses of tbe Legi.-lature, reads aa 
followa: 


An act making an appropriation for the 


erection ol a monument or memorial 
structure on the Battlefield of Gettysburg, 
in memory of the volunteer soldiers, sail* 
ore and marines from Pennsylvania who 
participated 
ia the late civil war, one 


thousand eight hundred and sixty-one to 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
five. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and 
House of Representatives of 
the 


Commonwealth ol Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by 
tne authority of the same, that immediate- 
ly after tbe passage oi this act the Govern- 
or of the Commonwealth enall appoint 
nine citizens of Pennsylvania, at least 
seven of whom shall have served in tbe 
Union Arujy m the War oi' the Rebellion, 
who shall coustitute a commission to be 
ktiowu as "Tbe Gettysburg Battlefield 
Memorial Commission." 
The members 


of tne said Commission shall serve without 
compensation other than their actual and 
iiecesrfary expenses. 
They shall select a 


suitable site ou the Gettysburg battlefluid 
for the erection ot a monument or such 
memorial structure as ttie commission 
siiail determine, to commemorate the ser- 
vices of the soldiers of Pennsylvania in 
that battle. They 6ba.ll have authonty to 
select and decide upon the design lor the 
said mouuineut or memorial structure and 
tho tuaiuiial out of which it shall be, con- 
structed and shall have full power to make 
contracts foi its construction, but they 
sball make no contracta m excess of the 
appropriation herem made. The total 
cost ol the said monument or memorial 
stiucture shall not exceed the aum oi two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollais. 


Section 2. For the purpose of carrying 


out ihe provisions of thia act the sum OE 
two hundred and tilty thousand dollars or 
ao much thereof as may be necessary is 
hereby specifically appropriated out of any 
moneys m tlie Slate Treasury noi other- 
wise appropriated, provided that not more 
than njty thousand dollars shall be paid 
during tue two fiscal years beginning June 
h'rst, one thousand nine hundred aud one, 
nor more than lilty thousand dollaia shall 
be paid during tne two fiscal years begin- 
ning June hrst, one thousand nine hun- 
uiea and three, The balance of said appro- 
priation, namely one hundred aud hit> 
tnousund dollars, or so much thereof as 
may oe ntjded, shall be paid during the 
mo fiscal years beginning June first, one 
thousand nine hundred and five, said ap- 
propriation to be paid by the State Treas- 
urer upon warrants drawn by trie Auditor 
General from time to time aa the work 
progreaaea 
upon 
specifically itemized 


vouchers approved by the proper officers 
ol the aaid Commission. 


RURAL DELIVERY BOXES. 


Instructions Recently Issued by the Post-Office 


Department-Delivery ol Mail. 


The following ia a copy of a circular 


•eoently issued iroui the Post-master (ien- 
erai'e Department: 


Any person living on or nuar the route 


and not within the corporate liruita of any 
town or withm SO rods of any post office, 
whodeairea bis mail deposited in a boxou 
the line of the route by the carrier on bald 
route may provide and erect a suitable box 
ou the roadside, located in eucli manner as 
to be reached as conveniently as practica- 
ble by the carrier, and auch peiaou shall 
lile with the postmaster at tbe post-ollice 
to which hia mail is addressed (which 
shall be one of the pofat-olh'ces on the 
route on either side of aud uext to the 
box) sa. request in writing for the delivery 
ol hia mail to the came.1 on the route for 
deposit into said mull box, at the risk of 
the addressee. 


It shall be the duty of tbe postmaster at 


every sucii podt-otficea, upon a written or- 
der from any person living on or near tht; 
loute, to deliver to the proper mail earner 
for that route any mail matter, except reg- 
istered mail, with instructions as t.o tlie 
proper mail box into wlucn said mail mat- 
ter shall be deposited; but uo mail tnattei 
bo delivered to a carrier for deposit shall 
be earned ^ast another peat-cilice on the 
route before being deposited into a mail 
box. 


The carrier will he nquired to receive 


from any pustmaster on tue route any man 
matter Uiat may be iutrnsled to him, out" 
side of tho UbUal mail bag, aud shad carry 
uch mail matter to aud deposit it into the 
pioper UOXUB placed on the hue of iht- 
routu for tins purpose ; huch service by tlie 
carrier to be without charge to the ad- 


Tbem.vil carricis must be able to read 


and wnte ihe English language and be oi 
sufficient intelligence to properly handle 
and deposit tbe mall for boxes along tbe 
routes 


The Department does not prescribe any 


particular design of box to be used for this 
service, but tbe person providing a box 
should see that it is of sucu a character a? 
to afford ample piotectiou to his mail. 
II 


there is a lock attached, a key is not to be 
held by the carrier, aa be is expected to 
deposit the mail into the box through an 
opening bo arianged as not to admit of the 
mail being exti acied from the box thereby. 
The boxaiiould be so located on the roau- 
eide that the carrier can deposit mail there- 
n without leaving his vehicle. 


The currier ia not required to collect 


mail iioiu thu boxef, bni the law provides 
that every carrier of the mail shall receive 
any mail matter presented to him, if prop- 
ly prepaid by stamps, aud deliver tlie 
same lor mailing at the uext poet-office at 
which he arrives, hut that no fees shall be 
allowed him therefor. 


The contract price covers all the service 


required ol the carrier that ia indicated 
herein. 
The Box delivery above described is re- 


quired by the coutracts effective July 1, 
1901, on'all tbe Star Routes (with but few 
exceptions) in the States of Maine, New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont, 
Massachusetts, 


Rt'oSe Isiaud, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey,

FARM NEWS AND VIEWS. 


MANURE AS A FARM CROP-PRODUCTION 


AND COST, ETC. 


Manure should be considered as one of 


the crops, and its quality should be main- 
tained more than the quantity, as bulk 
may add nothing to its value. In many 
respects the manure crop ia the moat im- 
portant of all, for the reason that to a 
considerable extent the yields of the 
other crops are more or less dependent 
on the manure, so that in securing a 
large quantity of manure the farmer is 
thereby aiding very materially in in- 
creasing the yields of tbe others. Profit- 
able farming must be on a foundation, 
and the best foundation is manure, for it 
not only influences the yield but the 
quality of the products of the farm. 
As 


the better quality of products enhances 
the price, the aim should always be to 
excel m quality. The fault with many 
who accumulate a large manure heap is 
tdat they rely too much on the quantity. 
The more concentrated the plant food 
the lower the cost of spreading in propor- 
tion is the benefit derived; hence quality 
should be maintained by not allowing of 
loss from rains or by overheating of 
tlie heap. 


Tbe flrst pound of 100 pounds of mut- 


ton, beef or pork is where the profit is 
made, as the young animals grow and 
gam rapidly. The greater the weight an 
animal can be made to attain in the 
shortest period of time the smaller the 
cost per proportionately. It requires no 
more labor to feed and care for a steer 
weighing 1000 pounds than for one 
weighing much less. The cost of pro- 
duction does not depend solely upon the 
amount of food consumed, but upon the 
food, shelter and labor. 


With the ensilage system a larger num- 


ber of cows can be kept, and the farmer 
will have the cheapest food that can be 
produced. Ensilage provides succulent 
food in winter, thus taking the place of 
grass and assisting to keep the cowa in 
full flow of milk. 


Late cucumbers for picking may now 


be planted, and a few vines will furnish 
a supply for a family. They mast be 
picked every day, while the cucumbers 
are small, as the vines will cease to bear 
should any of the cucumbers reach 
maturity. 


After young turkeys have passed the 


danger period they are then very hardy, 
and will take care of themselves with 
but little assistance. They are naturally 
great foragers and are thererefore liable 
to destruction from dogs, (oxes and othei 
enemies. They will always prefer high 
roosting places, and in alighting theie- 
from they 
sometimes become lame. 


Even when well advanced in growth 
they sometimes succumb to the attacks 
of the large gray lice, which are found 
under Cue wings and on the akin of the 
heads and necks. The remedy is to ap- 
ply a little mulled lard, as grease of any 
kind will destroy the lice; but if too 
much 13 used it will also lujure the young 
turkeys. An oecassional dusting with 
insect powder will also be beneScial. 


When young pigs have scours it is an 


indication that they are being allowed 
some kind of food that is injurious. The 
remedy is to change the food, allowing 
only warm milk thickened with equal 
parts of bran aud cornmeal. 


The proper time to divide lily of the 


valley roots is m the fall. When planted 
in the spring they may not thrive or 
bloom. The fail is an excellent time for 
dividing many other plants and setting 
them out so as to bave them ready for a 
start in the spring. 


Trees, flowers and shrubbery add 


much to the value of a home, but it is 
better not to set out plants for orna- 
mentation if they are not to be cared for 
as a neglected farm is a very unsightly 
spectacle. 
A farm 
surrounded with 


vines and dowers will sell, when a better 
farm, but not so ornamented, will not 
find a purchaser. Paint and whitewash 
also add very largely to the attractive- 
ness of a farm. 


One of the best combination foods for 


horses is green oats—that ia, oats cut 
when the grain Is in the milky stage and 
cured like hay. The straw then 13 very 
nutritions, as the food is arrested in the 
stalk while on its way to fill out the 
grain. When cut with a fodder cutter 
horses relish the mess more than they do 
any othw coarse foods. 


Time is required before an orchard 


may begin to give a profit. One cannot 
expect returns from an orchard in a year, 
as with animals, hence the sponer the 
trees begin to bear the less the loss of 
time, land and capital. It is important 
therefore, tbat tbe best of care be given 
young trees from the start.

It seeks to bt, truth- 


ful and reliable in every particular—in a 


Some years ago, befoie t exchanged 


yellow chevrons of a troop sergeant for 
tbe ahoulderstraps of a lieutenant of in- 
fantry the troop that I belonged to and 
another of th« same regiment were 
ordered from Fort Wingate, jST. M., to 
scout in the direction of the Arizona line 
entering that territory, if necessary, in 
search of some Indiana who had been 
reported by ranchers as being off their 
reservation without leave. 


Our orders weie not particularly bind- 


ing ; simply to acout in such direction as 
the Battalion commander might see flt, 
and gather any information trom the 
settlers tbat might prove useful at dis- 
trict headquarters. 


In compliance with these orders, one 


bright May morning found our little bat- 
talion en route, cheerful, happy and in 
good spirits, 


I am not going to describe the country 


we passed through and the marches 
we made, but simply one ride in partic- 
ular. 


After we had been out some days, and 


had left New Mexico, we struck a beau- 
tiful camp in the pine woods, alter a long 
march of 30 miles through tbe dust and 
heat of an Arizona day. The men and 
horses were completely tiied out, and 
there was a general exclamation of de- 
light and surprise when we reached this 
place and the order to unsaddle was 
given. 


Tents wore pitched, horses fed, water- 


ed and lariated out to get such grass 
as they could flnd, and then began thiit 
pleasant part of Held life—getting sup- 
per. 


Coffee, bacon and hard tack—it doesn't 


sound tempting, does it? 
But when 


one has been in tbe sandle since sun-up, 
and only a few hard tack and lukewarm 
water have constituted the entire din 
aer, the coffee and bacon seem like 
dainties. 


J. remember they tasted particularly 


good that evening, and when, later on, 
the horses were brought in and tied to 
tbe picket line, a long rope running along 
the ground and fastened between two 
large trees, and there seemed tbe pros- 
pect of a good night's rest, we all were 
supremely content. 


By and by, when the sun had gone to 


rest behind the hills, and the large, 
bright moon came smiling thiough ttie 
skies, I think our camp was one of the 
prettiest sights I have ever witnessed in 
my lite. 


Groups of men around the campl'iies 


(for the evenings are chilly in the pine 
woods), smoking and telling stories ; the 
horses safely picketed, and the long 
street of white tents shimmering in the 
moonlight—it was a picture worthy the 
pencil ol an artist. 


Later on, the groups dispersed, tbe 


fires smouldered and died out, and the 
regular, steady tramp of the sentinel, 
and now and then neigh or whinny of 
some troop horse, weie the only sounds 
that broke the deep solemn silence. 


I was sergeant of the main guaid on 


the night in question, and I thmk it was 
about half-past one or two that the sen- 
tinel suddenly called out: "Who comes 
there?" and the next moment a wild- 
eyed man, or rather boy, of 19, on horse 
back, came dashing toward out tent. 


"The Indians ! the Indiana I" was all 


he could say. 


A few moments later he was in the 


presence of our commanding officer and 
told him that the Indians had attacked 
the surveyor's camp to which he belong- 
ed, ten miles away. 


The whole camp was now astir, and 


presently the loud, stnring notes ot 
"Boots and Saddles" were heard. 


Everything was bustle and hurry; 


horses were saddled in an incredibly 
short time; blankets and overcoats rolled 
up and strapped to the saddles; a few 
men left with the pack animals to bring 
the canvas, and then we were on the 
road. 


"Trot!" rings out the trumpet and 


each horse answered gallantly tu UIB 
command. 


Strict silence is observed, every man 


busied with his own thoughts, and above 
all the pale moon seems to be silently 
but swiftly following us. 


On and on we go. We have now left 


the tall and murmuring pines, and are 
on the open praine, studded with cactus 
and meavuit. There is not a fttaggler 
in the little column, auci thare is an 
earnestness and determination on each 
trooper's face that bodes no good to the 
Indians if we meet them.

of timber, and, after riding about 200 
yarda in the new direction, the tents ot 
the surveyor's camp are plainly in 
eight. 


For a place that haa been attacked by 


Indians, it presents a peculiarly quiet and 
fair appearance. 


Tbe horsea are tied to tbe wagon in 


rear of one of the tenta; there are no 
signs of disorder or pillage. What can 
it mean ? 


A few men are now dismounted, and 


led by one of the lieutenants, advanie 
slowly and cautiously toward ths nearest 
tent. 


Nearer and nearer, and yet the silence 


unbroken. Tbey reach the tent, peer in, 
and then the lieutenant holds up bia 
bands, and we all advance. 


And what a eight meets our eyes! 


Not tbe mangled and mutilated bodies 
tbat we dreaded to see, but simply four 
healthy looking young men, sleeping the 
sleep of youth and fatigue. 


We gaze at our guide, and into his 


face there has crept a look of surprise 
and sheepisbneas tbat ia quite pitia- 
ble. 


The noise awakes tbe occupants of the 


tent, and after a hearty laugh they con- 
fess tbat the scare had been gotten up 
solely to frighten the tenderfoot—point- 
ing to our guide—who, it seems, waa a 
regular FalstaS in boasting. 


Of course our commanding officer read 


tbem a lectnre, and of course they took 
it to heart and promised to do so no more 
but still I think they rather enjoyed 
more than we did a night ride in 
Arizona.—Golden Days.

PAN-AMERICAN GLARE. 


So Many Lamps Have Never Been Lighted 


Before at One Time— All of Them Sup- 


plied by Current Generated at Niag- 


ara 
Falls— Othoi 
Mailers of 


Science and Industry. 


Everybody who views the giaud ek<e- 


trie Illumination of tlie 1'jii-Americau 
Exposition and everybody who reads 
about its gorgeous btilllaucy, will won- 
der how such marvuloiia efftcls in the 
handling of such a woudeiful uuuiber of 
1'guts are accomplislmd. It has been 
stated that there are liotii 300 OUO to 
500,000 incandescent liirlits tmrniuK when 
the full illumination is on the grounds 
and buildings. No rloubl this is the 
largest number ot incandedoeul lamps 
ever lighted at ona time before in the 
history of tbe world, and it may ba a feat 
never agaiu equaled. But, leaving out 
of the question what may be dad consid- 
ering what actually is at the Pan-Ameri- 
can, it can be truly .said that the illnoii- 
uatioti is magnificent. 


N"ot only aro the elfects on the build- 


ings and about the grounds ol the Pan- 
American Exposition wonderful, but the 
manner in which they are obtained is 
alsowondeitul. The cuireut is generated 
25 miles away, transmitted over cables 
at a voltage ot 22 000 lo Buffalo, wheie 
the pressuie is reduced to 11,000 volts, 
at which potential ic pa-Bdi ovc>r a pri- 
vate transmission line to the Exposition 
grounds. When it i pitches the Kxpoti- 
tion plot it ia passed through a rheostat, 
located in a siu.ill building elected on 
posts, near the western fence, mid it ia 
here that tha operatois seeuie lull con- 
trol of the transmitted power in order 
to govern its fljw to the lamps when the 
illumination is turned on at night. 


The water rheostat has three tanks 


each three feet wide, three feet deep an j 
seven feet long, the three holding nearly 
1 300 gallons of water. In operating the 
rdeostat an electnc motor of one-half 
horse power operates a worm geai, set- 
ting in motion a shaft about vluch ia 
wound a rope to which knife blades aie 
attached. These kuile blades are about 
six leet long aud are lowered to contact 
with the water. As the blades aie low- 
ered the resistance is gradually dimin- 
ished until lull metallic contact takes 
place, when the lights are seen at then- 
full brilliancy. 


The rheostat is a wonrleifully clever 


device, aud haa been doing admirable 
seivice. The turning on of the Niagara 
energy at night formn the most ucnder- 
ful electrical scene evei created, and 
night after niglic the ciowdn cheer the 
coming of the subtle cuireut Uom the 
Falls ot Niagara.
